Trevor Westwood, who scored 185 times for the Pics, died last 
Thursday following a long illness, 
aged 73. Mr Westwood, of Dovedale 
Avenue, Pelsall, joined Rushall 
Olympic FC in the 1950s and played 
in midfield and up front. 

Friends at the club described him as 
a “tremendous footballer” who was 
“one of life’s true gentlemen”. 

Club president Brian Greenwood, 
who knew Mr Westwood for 54 years, 
said: “He was a wonderful bloke and 
the most hard-working committee 
man Rushall Olympic will ever have. 

“He holds the club record for the 
amount of appearances and I don’t 
think that will ever be surpassed.”

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Union ballot over strike action 


The threat of the biggest outbreak of industrial 
action since the 1926 General Strike looms after 
unions representing millions of public sector 
workers served notice of ballots over pensions. 

Unions made a series of announcements about 
strike ballots, raising the threat of a series of walk- 
outs from late November. Unison, Unite and the 
Fire Brigades Union all gave notice of ballots in the 
worsening row over pensions and launched angry 
attacks against the Government. 

Unison’s general secretary Dave Prentis said 
9,000 separate employers’ groups would be involved 


in the action, describing the ballot as “unprece- 
dented” in scale. He told the TUC Congress in 
London that unions were involved in the “fight of our 
lives” and was given a standing ovation by delegates. 

The FBU said unions were being left with “little 
alternative” but to take industrial action, adding 
that firefighters faced contributions increasing by 
between 3.2 per cent and six per cent, a move which 
will cost them between £2,000 and £7,500 by 2014. 

Cabinet Office minister Francis Maude, leading 
negotiations for the Government, said: “We want 
this to be a proper settlement.”

Hair hacking

A jealous 25-year-old tied up his teenage girl- 
friend and hacked off her hair in a vicious 
attack. Theo McKenzie talked his way into the 
18-year-old’s Walsall home before subjecting her 
to the ordeal. 

He admitted assault causing actual bodily 
harm and false imprisonment, and was sen- 
tenced to three and a half years in prison. Mr 
Shane Crawford, prosecuting, told Wolverhamp- 
ton Crown Court that McKenzie refused to leave 
once he had got inside the teenager’s home. 

He began quizzing her about whether she had 
anew boyfriend. He started shouting at her and 
struck her in the back so she fell to her knees, 
before tying her up and punching her in the jaw 
as she pleaded with him to let her go. 

McKenzie, of Rilstone Road, Quinton, then 
punched her in the stomach and checked her 
phone to see if she had received any calls from 
another man. 


Cries 

He then began cutting off her shoulder-length 
hair, and put on loud music so her cries would 
not be heard. The girl suffered a panic attack 
and was having breathing difficulties, and 
McKenzie took her to hospital where she made 
acall for help and he was arrested. A bag of hair 
was later recovered from the house. 

Mr Jas Mann, defending, said the couple had 
an “up and down” relationship, and McKenzie 
was extremely jealous. He added: “He plainly 
reacted in a way he cannot justify. He accepts he 
totally lost it and that he was ranting and 
raving.” 

Mr Mann said McKenzie had smoked a consid- 
erable amount of cannabis before the incident, 
adding: “All reason went out of the window. He 
knows he behaved very badly, and he is very 
sorry for what he did. His remorse is genuine.” 

Judge Martin Walsh said the offences were all 
the more serious for the fact that they happened 
in the victim’s home. 


Prosecutor Michael 
Burrows told Birmingham 
Crown Court that Nelson 
was the main phone contact 
almost as soon as he got out 
of prison for an earlier sen- 
tence in 2004. 

Investigations showed 
connections with money 
being paid into an account 
from Aberdeen, Scotland 
and then the cash was being 
withdrawn in Wolverhamp- 
ton.

Collector in records boo 


Geoff Price shows off his evergrowing bus and coach collection 
A model bus and coach collector from Walsall is celebrating after 
making it into the Guinness Book of Records for the third time. 

Father-of-two Geoff Price proudly owns the biggest collection of 
model buses and coaches in the world. His collection, stored in his 
home in Park Hall, currently stands at 11,905. 

The 60-year-old was mentioned in the Guinness Book of Records 
in 2004 and 2009 and is now in the 2012 version, which was released 
last week. 

Mr Price first started collecting model buses, coaches and trams 
as a nine-year-old. When he married wife Linda in 1972 his collec- 
tion stood at around 220 miniatures but has grown considerably over 
the years to include everything from toy buses to bus-shaped 
teapots. 

“The Guinness Book of Records doesn’t deal with many collections 
at all because it’s such a wide subject,” said Mr Price, who is father 
to Nicholas and Richard. 

“Normally, they only put a couple of pages in about collections so 
to be featured in it is really pleasing.” 


Number of 
unemployed 
is increasing 


Jobless queues have grown in Walsall, with figures 
released revealing the biggest increase in unemployment 
in nearly two years. 

Meanwhile, across the West Midlands as a whole 
another 4,000 were added to the jobless total, leaving 
239,000, or 9.1 per cent, out of work in the region. 

Nationwide, the jobless rate stood at 2.51 million or 7.9 
per cent between May and July, the Office for National Sta- 
tistics said, after the total number of unemployed 
increased by 80,000. 

Prime Minister David Cameron said the rise was “disap- 
pointing”. 

“Every lost job is a tragedy for that family and I want to 
do everything that I can, and this Government will do 
everything it can, to help those people back into work,” he 
said. 

The figures are the largest quarterly increase in unem- 
ployment since the three months to August 2009, while 
economists had expected a rise of around 70,000. 

Within these figures, the number of unemployed 18 to 
24-year-olds surged by 77,000 to 769,000, the ONS said. At 
the same time the number of people claiming Jobseeker’s 
Allowance increased by 20,300 to 1.58 million in August. 

In Walsall the number of people claiming Jobseeker’s 
Allowance rose by 180 to 10,669, or 6.8 per cent of the 
borough’s working population — way above the national 
average claimant rate of 3.9 per cent. 

Councillor Chris Towe, cabinet member for finance and 
personnel, said youth unemployment was a particular 
concern. “We are trying to do something on apprentices in 
next year’s budget to try to encourage apprenticeships in 
Walsall,” he said. 

In neighbouring Sandwell it was up 139 to 18,701, or 7.4 
per cent, and in Wolverhampton it was up 122 to 11,930, or 
7.8 per cent. 

Birmingham it jumped by 2,170 to 51,228, or 7.6 per cent 
of the city’s working population. 


Luxury homes plan 
survives objections 


Plans to build luxury homes in Walsall have been given 
the go-ahead. The scheme to transform the former Three 
Crowns and create three £1 million mansions nearby was 
approved by the council's planning committee last week. 

An original proposal by developer Pal Singh for four new 
swish homes in the green belt sparked anger from cam- 
paigners. It was scaled down to just three homes plus the 
pub conversion and this scheme was approved despite 
being recommended for refusal for the second time. 

Sunny Singh, representing the developer, told council- 
lors that residents living closest to the site in Sutton Road 
were in favour, while most of the letters of objection had 
come from residents in Fallowfield Road, less than a mile 
away from the pub. 


Closure 

“We have refused an approach by a well-known super- 
market chain for a convenience store which would not 
require planning permission, but which we believe is inap- 
propriate in this location,” he said 

An illegal car wash set up on the land will be closed 
down, he said. It had kept vandals at bay after the pub suf- 
fered a spate of thefts and damage. 

Objectors were concerned about encroachment on the 
green belt while Walsall real ale campaigners were 
opposed to the loss of another pub in the borough. 

But Councillor John Rochelle, of Aldridge Central and 
South, said: “Sadly, pubs are closing all over the country.” 


Historic market to stay 


A planning application has been submitted to keep 
Walsall’s historic market in its temporary home for a 
further 18 months. 

The 800-year-old market was moved to The Bridge to 
make way for the multi-million pound redevelopment of St 
Matthew’s Quarter in October 2009. 

Now council bosses want to extend its stay there for a 
third time. They say an 18-month extension is necessary 
while the first phase of the Old Square Shopping Centre 
revamp takes place. 
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Warning 
for horse 
owners 


Signs have been put up 
around a Black Country 
borough warning horse- 
owners their animals will be 
confiscated if left to graze on 
council-owned land. 

Stray horses have been a 
problem around Walsall for 
months as 80 animals which 
have been allowed to graze 
on grass verges have got in 
the way of traffic. There 
have also been reports they 
have chased children. 

Councillor Zahid Ali, 
portfolio holder for commu- 
nities and partnerships, 
said it would cost about 
£1,500 for specialists to 
remove each horse. 

Walsall Council has put 
up signs warning owners to 
remove their animals. 

He told a full council 
meeting: “Our experience 
has taught us that when 
signs are put in, stray 
horses are removed.” The 
RSPCA says nearly 400 
reports of tethered horses 
have been recorded in the 
Midlands in six months. 


Eyesore 
demolition 


An “eyesore” building 
which has become a magnet 
for vandals on a main route 
in Walsall is to be pulled 
down. 

Work to demolish Lime 
House in Littleton Street 
West is now under way, 
despite criticism from a 
campaign group working to 
save old buildings in the 
borough. 

They say it was one of the 
last remaining limestone 
buildings left in the town. 

But the derelict building, 
close to the new £64 million 
Walsall College campus, 
has been regularly targeted 
by vandals and arsonists. 

Councillor Adrian 
Andrew, said: “We’ve taken 
the decision to pull down the 
building which will help 
eliminate the problem. 
Demolition also brings us a 
step closer to the eventual 
regeneration of that plot.”

Council broke 


rules on poll 
forms in skip 


Walsall Council failed in its duty to protect people's per- 
sonal information when ballot forms belonging to 1,650 
voters ended up in a skip, investigators have ruled. 

The Information Commissioner's Office said that “little 
thought” had been given to keeping residents’ names, 
addresses, dates of birth and signatures secure. 

The ICO ruled that the local authority did breach the 
Data Protection Act. The postal vote statements were lost 
after the Cannock firm contracted to look after them moved 
premises. 

Staff from Clockwork Removals and Storage in Hawks 
Green mistakenly dumped storage bags containing the 
documents in skips, which were then rifled through and 
their contents scattered around the area and a nearby 
brook. The rest was buried under tons of rubbish at a local 
landfill site. 

It was revealed recently that 951 statements have still 
not been recovered since they were lost in March. 

ICO investigators found that the council failed to provide 
Clockwork Removals with instructions on how the infor- 
mation should be kept secure, as required by law. 


Recovered 


Simon Entwisle, director of operations, said: “While 
councils can hire contractors to process personal informa- 
tion on their behalf, they must remember that they are still 
ultimately responsible for ensuring people’s information is 
kept secure.” 

Paul Sheehan, chief executive of Walsall Council, has 
now had to sign a formal undertaking to ensure that proper 
contracts are put in place with all suppliers hired to 
process personal data. 

The council will also have to ensure that sufficient guar- 
antees are agreed with its suppliers. 

Council leader Councillor Mike Bird said: “We have 
taken steps to ensure that this type of loss will not happen 
again.” 

The lost information relates to people who returned 
postal votes in the 2008 local elections from two wards — 
Aldridge Central & South, and Aldridge North & Walsall 
Wood. 

Clockwork Removals and Storage spokesman Robert 
Horrobin said the bags were disposed of as workers hon- 
estly believed they were just normal waste. 


Trust criticised over 
end-of-life scheme 


Concerns have been raised about an end-of-life care 
scheme at Walsall Manor Hospital. 

An audit revealed that only 26 patients out of a possible 
70 were placed on the scheme before they died at the 
borough hospital. 

The inspection was carried out by the hospital palliative 
care team between April 1 and June 30 to find out how well 
the strategy was being implemented. 

Concerns were raised about poor documentation where 
notes were not complete or written with “no logical 
sequence”. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust was accused of “signifi- 
cantly under-using” the Liverpool Care Pathway, a scheme 
for caring for end-of-life patients to ensure they are as com- 
fortable as possible in their final days. 

The pathway is organised into sections ensuring that 
evaluation and care is continuous and consistent and can 
be followed by non-specialist palliative healthcare profes- 
sionals. But the audit report said: “The use of the Liverpool 
Care Pathway (LCP) within the trust was poor when com- 
paring to the number of patients that we identified who 
were appropriate for the LCP.” 

Board members at the trust have now approved recom- 
mendations to educate as many staff as possible in end-of- 
life care, as well as review and monitor the scheme.

With beaming smiles and happy 
faces, these photographs show 
three generations of one family 
splashing about in the lido at 
Walsall Arboretum. 

Lynne Mills spoke of her sadness 
that the historic park feature is to be 
scrapped and replaced with modern 
water jets. 

The 59-year-old, of Great Wyrley, has 
spent many happy, lazy afternoons cooling 
down in the water as a child, a mother and 
now as a grandmother, and has now opened 
her photograph album. 

“The lido at Walsall Arboretum just holds 
so many memories of long, lazy sunny days 
during the summer holidays,” says admin 
assistant Mrs Mills. 

Splashing 

“It is something that all generations can 
enjoy. The older ones can go and have a 
paddle while they’re keeping an eye on the 
kids splashing around in it.” 

Mrs Mills first visited the lido as a child 
on days out with her mother. 

Originally from Sutton Coldfield, Mrs 
Mills was a regular visitor to Sutton Park 
but when the family moved to Cannock, 
Walsall Arboretum was a much closer alter- 
native. 

“Tt was always such a treat to go to the 
lido,” she recalls. 

“T used to go with my mother and it was 
always such a lovely place to go.” 

When she had her own children Diane, 
now aged 41, and Michelle, 39, Mrs Mills 
took them to enjoy the water feature during 
the six-week summer holidays. 

“We used to go to the Walsall Arboretum 
alot. In the autumn we used to go to the illu- 
minations and then in the summer it was 
the lido,” she says. 

“Of course, the illuminations have also 
gone now too, which is a shame.” 

Now, a grandmother to three — Alex, aged 21, Ryan, 11 
and Gemma, eight — Mrs Mills still visits the lido every 
year. 

“My grandchildren love it and we've been going every 
year since they were born and it’s something they really 
look forward to,” she says. 

“We went this summer to make the most of it but it’s just 
such a shame it won't be there anymore.” 

Daughter Diane, of Hednesford, shared her mother’s 
sadness at the loss of the lido. 

“My mum used to take me and my sister when we were 
young and we always enjoyed it,” she says. 

“It’s somewhere I’ve always taken my children Ryan and 


Gemma too and they love it. We also used to take the kids 
to the illuminations in the autumn and they were really 
upset when that stopped. 

“At Walsall Arboretum there was always so much going 
on like boating on the lake. But they are bringing that back 
in the future though, so that’s something.” 


Reception 
For 11-year-old Ryan, the news was met with a mixed 
reception. The jets might be alright but I think I'll prefer 
the pool as it is,” he said. 
“Te been there lots of times and it’s always a good 
laugh.” The lido dates back more than 50 years but will be 


replaced by modern interactive water jets in a £175,000 
scheme due to start this winter. 

Council chiefs had said the lido was in need of repairs 
and was “not the most hygienic”. 

Leisure and culture chief Councillor Anthony Harris 
said: “Yes, the old lido is being replaced by the new splash 
pad at the end of the summer. 

“Traditional lidos have had their day. 

“Simply because something was popular in the 1950s 
doesn’t mean we should keep it in 2011. 

“Tt’s fair to say that we haven’t observed a campaign to 
keep it and what will replace it will be exciting and 
popular.” 


Mobile vehicle 
to target bus 
lane drivers 


Drivers who illegally use bus lanes around Walsall are 
set to be targeted in a crackdown on queue jumping traffic. 

Walsall Council chiefs are looking to deploy a mobile 
enforcement vehicle to tackle those who break the law. It 
is part of moves to use camera technology to deter 
motorists from clogging up bus lanes. 

Walsall transport chief councillor Tom Ansell said: “The 
council is currently in the process of procuring a mobile 
enforcement vehicle that can be deployed across all bus 
lanes within Walsall. 

“Once deployed, this will ensure that buses are not 
unnecessarily delayed by vehicles not entitled to use bus 
lanes.” 

It comes after it emerged proposals to open a bus lane on 
the multi-million pound Walsall ring road to all traffic will 
not happen for at least another year. 

Highways bosses have been looking at the option follow- 
ing complaints from drivers. 

Motorists travelling along Lichfield Street cannot go 
straight on or turn right at the main town centre junction. 

But the council wants to properly enforce another bus 
lane in nearby Hatherton Road, where scores of drivers 
have been caught flouting the restriction, before this can 
happen. 

Bosses admit a final decision on opening up the Lichfield 
Street bus lane to all traffic is unlikely to be made until 
next summer. 


New flats plans for 
old leatherworks 


Interest in plans to revamp a former leatherworks in 
Walsall has picked up after the multi-million pound 
scheme was delayed by the economic downturn. 

The Grade II-listed landmark Boak building in Station 
Street has the green light for 31 flats, but the scheme has 
so far failed to get off the ground. 

Now owner Property Link Midlands has revealed it is in 
talks with agencies in a bid to kick start the proposed 
development.Adjoining derelict buildings are to be spruced 
up in a new push to attract investors to the site in Premier 
Business Park. 

When completed it will be the centrepiece of a wider 240- 
home scheme at the site. The landmark Boak building at 
the corner of Bridgeman Street dates back to 1903. 

It was initially a tannery before becoming a jeans factory 
for about 20 years, but it fell out of use as a factory in 2006. 

Pal Singh, of Property Link Midlands, said: “We are still 
pretty positive about things and the market is changing. 
The eventual development will probably be done in stages. 
It will probably be a multi-million pound project.” 

The scheme for a mix of five and six storey blocks won 
planning permission two years ago and is near Walsall 
Waterfront where new homes developments are under 
way. 


Loss of grit bins will 
save council £30,000 


Grit bins are set to be removed from streets in Walsall to 
save £30,000 from the winter budget. 

However, the cash could be reinvested in making sure 
school and bus routes are clear in bad weather. The use of 
grit bins has been described as “expensive” by council 
chiefs as some residents plunder them for their own use on 
their drives rather than the road. 

Money may then be allocated to increase the number of 
paths gritted. 

A total of 51 per cent of school and 50 per cent of bus 
routes were covered last year. 

The proposals have been put forward by a designated 
Walsall Council working group set up to review the whole 
winter service. 

Currently 174 grit bins are in place around the borough 
but these will be removed where considered safe to do so 
and a smaller gritting vehicle used instead. 

A report from the working group says grit bins were an 
expensive way of providing help and prone to creating anti- 
social behaviour as well as being open to misuse or abuse 
by many. 
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Woman, 
43, sent 
to prison 


The actions of a trusted 
finance manager who stole 
more than £280,000 from a 
Willenhall primary school 
has caused “substantial loss 
and damage” to the school, 
its headteacher said. Kerry 
Smith wrote cheques out to 
herself. 

The married mother-of- 
three squandered Fibbers- 
ey Park Primary’s cash on 
holidays to New_ York, 
Cyprus and Sri Lanka, 
designer clothes, handbags 
and her Bilston home. 

The £20,000 a _ year 
finance officer from Stow- 
heath Lane was sentenced to 
three years and four months 
in jail on September 9. 

The 43-year-old admitted 
one theft and 12 counts of 
fraud after writing herself 
cheques. Walsall Council 
and governors of Fibbersley 
Park Primary School secu- 
red a High Court injunction 
in July freezing the assets of 
Smith. The legal action will 
recoup much of the cash. 

The council is also now 
undertaking a review of 
school financial monitoring 
systems. 

Headteacher Joanna 
Austin said: “Mrs Smith was 


in a position of trust and || 


responsibility — she has 
caused substantial loss and 
damage to the school and the 
young people and parents it 
serves.” 


Cleaner 
car parks 


Car parks in a Walsall 
community once plagued by 
fly-tippers are looking tidier 
after a campaign was carried 
out. Six car parks in Cald- 
more and Palfrey were being 
targeted by dumpers. 

Fed up residents in White- 
hall Road, Victor Street, 
Watery Lane and Bescot 
Street had complained to 
Walsall Housing Group and 
the council about the prob- 
lems. These included bays in 
communal residents’ car 
parks being blocked by waste 
and overgrown bushes. 

Palfrey ward Councillor 
Allah Ditta said the situa- 
tion had improved since 
spring, but there were still 
some streets in need of 
regular litter picks as part of 
efforts to keep the area tidy. 

Householders and busi- 
nesses recently joined forces 
to organise clean-up days.

of the building. 

Concerts, plays and recitals are to be 
staged inside the black box theatre area 
where seats can be folded away to create a 
large open space. 

The theatre is also home to a £75,000 
concert grand piano which was delivered to 
the university, along with 14 others, last 
week. 


Pianos 

The university is only one of three in the 
UK to hold the All-Steinway School status, 
meaning at least 90 per cent of its pianos 
are designed by Steinway & Sons — a firm 
which makes pianos for artists like Lang 
Lang and Billy Joel. 

Books and equipment from the learning 
centre were moved into the building over 
the summer, along with new computer 
suites and music technology equipment. 

Just outside the performance hub there 
is also a large circular combined heat and

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power plant, which generates power to heat 
the building. The centre will bring together 
actors, choreographers, designers, writers, 
researchers, dancers and musicians from 
across the region. 

It is expected to be used by thousands of 
students.

Warning from bishop 


on weakened church 
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One of the reasons for the weak- 
ness of the Church is that lay 
leaders are not valued highly 
enough, according to the Bishop of 
Lichfield. 

The Rt Rev Jonathan Gledhill told a 
packed Lichfield Cathedral that the 
Church had not valued its laity in the 
past and he called for a reversal of the 
emphasis which he says is put on 
ordained ministry. 

It came as the Bishop of Lichfield licensed 
24 new lay ministers to serve churches 
across the Diocese and welcomed a further 
four who have moved from other dioceses. 

“It is my conviction that one of the 
reasons for our weakness as a Church is 
that we do not value our lay leaders and 
their ministries sufficiently and our Church 
has become over clericalised,” he said. 

“I pray that this service will be part of a 
reversing of that mistake and a recovery of 
the importance of lay leaders and other 
authorised lay ministries,” the bishop 
added. 


Development 


The Lichfield Diocese has also appointed 
a new director of lay development, Dr 
Lindsey Hall. 

Dr Hall acknowledged that “some of the 
worst acts of human history have been 
carried out in the name of religion”, but told 
the congregation that Christianity was still 
relevant. 

“The people who have gathered here to be 
licensed and authorised as lay ministers 
believe that the Church matters,” she said. 

“Those of us who continue to serve in our 
various ministries and vocations believe 
that Christianity is relevant today. 

“The values of the kingdom of God do not 
always translate easily into the world. 

“It is easy to dismiss as irrelevant, that 
with which we refuse to engage and this is 
not unique to our own age. 

“Many of the theologians of the past set 
about their work precisely because they 
wanted people to understand why the 
Gospel still mattered.”

Helicopter patrols over M6 


A POLICE helicopter has been 
ordered to patrol the skies over the M6 
after metal thieves caused delays for 
hundreds of thousands of motorists. 

The cable theft knocked out vital 
CCTV cameras, signs and signals 
between junction 10 for Walsall and 
10A for Wolverhampton and the M54. 

It means the hard shoulder, which is 
opened up during busy periods to ease 
the flow of traffic, has remained 
closed. 

The problem caused extra conges- 
tion earlier this month and the High- 


ways Agency said it still did not know 
when the signs would be fixed. 

Workers attempted to reconnect 
cables ahead of the planned use of the 
hard shoulder during rush hour on 
September 12. It was revealed that 
the cables were stolen from under the 
motorway, with thieves forcing a 
hatch to access them. 

The force helicopter is now being 
dispatched every night to keep an eye 
on traffic because the theft has dis- 
abled motorway cameras that link toa 
control room. The helicopter can also 


use heat seeking equipment to spot 
suspicious activity. 

James Lowth, of the Highways 
Agency, said: “These criminals have 
caused delays for travellers on the M6 
at peak times and disrupted the essen- 
tial freight deliveries upon which our 
economy relies. The scrap value of the 
cable is just a few pounds but it will 
now cost thousands of pounds to 
repair the damage.” 

Police officers have trawling 
through hours of CCTV footage in a 
bid to catch the thieves.

Self-service: Read all about it 


Self-service technology will be up 
and running at Walsall’s Central 
Library this winter. The contract has 
now been awarded to carry out the 
£232,000 scheme, which it is claimed 
will free up staff to spend more time 
with customers. 

Seventeen terminals are eventually 
due to be installed in the borough’s 
seven main libraries. 

Walsall Central Library, in Lich- 
field Street, will be first to have the 
new technology and_ Aldridge, 
Bloxwich, Brownhills, Darlaston, Wil- 
lenhall and the new Pelsall library 
will follow. 

Tags are currently being placed on 


200,000 books ahead of the installa- 
tion of the terminals, being carried out 
by D-Tech International Ltd. 

Leisure chief Councillor Anthony 
Harris said: “This is not about replac- 
ing staff with self service technology 
but about listening to our library cus- 
tomers. 


Instructions 


The terminals will release staff 
from behind the counters to spend 
more time with customers answering 
their inquiries, offering more in-depth 
help and support, and running courses 
and groups.” 

The terminals, known as Radio Fre- 


quency Identification Systems, would 
reduce the queues of people waiting to 
check items in and out and allow staff 
to locate books on the shelves, he said. 
The machines will be able to issue 
and discharge books, check out other 
items available for hire, renew items, 
take payments and list reservations. 
Customers will be given a receipt 
detailing payments they have made 
and the return date. 
There will be simple on-screen 
instructions for users to follow. 
Marvin Crisp, managing director of 
D-Tech, said: “We are delighted to 
have been chosen to work with Walsall 
Council.”

“We will communicate regularly with 
residents and visitors and there will be 
updated signs on site to inform users of 
the progress made and any areas that 
will require temporary closure.”

Wheels in motion to 


complete red route

The final phase of work to 
create a red route on Walsall’s 
ring road will start next week, 
with drivers set to face six weeks 
of disruptions. 

Double red lines will be introduced 
on the remaining stretch of the 
Broadway, Bescot Road, Pleck Road 
and along to Rolling Mill Street to 
prevent cars from stopping. 

The restrictions are already in place 
along Broadway North but this will be 
extended onto Broadway West which 
runs towards Junction 9 of the M6. 

It comes after the A454 Wolverhamp- 
ton Road was converted into a red route 
earlier this year and Bloxwich High 
Street last year. 

Lane closures will be in place but 
council chiefs insist work will take place 
on an evening and off peak periods to 
minimise disruption. 

Under the package of improvements 
over the next month-and-a-half other 
work is planned including replacing 
damaged guard railings at the Broadway 
United Reformed Church and refurbish- 
ing acrossing at Princess Avenue over the 
October half-term period. 

Stretches 

The aim is to prevent cars stopping and 
clogging up busy stretches. The plans 
have prompted some criticism in the past 
from businesses. 

But transport chief councillor Tom 
Ansell said: “Red routes aim to improve 
the flow of traffic on some of the most 
heavily used roads with specific propos- 
als to meet the needs of the local area.” 

It is expected to cost around £400,000. 
It has been in the pipeline for several 
years and the work but will now start. 

The routes have attracted criticism 
from retailers who say they prevent 
potential customers stopping outside 
their shops. 

Similar work took place along the A454 
Wolverhampton Road and saw street and 
lane closures while the 34-week scheme 
was carried out.

Woman, 63, dies in house fire 


A 63-year-old woman has died after 
a fire in the bedroom of her Aldridge 
home. 


The woman, named by neighbours as 
Lynn Luke, was pulled from an end- 
terrace property in Greenwood Road, 
by firefighters. She was taken to 
Walsall Manor Hospital where she later 
died. Neighbours spoke of their shock

She said 
Mrs Luke was bedridden after her 
health deteriorated in recent years. 

Retired carer Jennifer Wright, 61, 
also of Greenwood Road, said she had 
known Mrs Luke for 35 years.

“It’s very upsetting and I’m still in 
shock. She was a very nice woman.” 

Firefighters from Walsall, Bloxwich 
and Aldridge were called to the scene 
at 3.15pm. Aldridge watch com- 


mander Rob Evans said: “The lady 
was rescued by fire service personnel. 
She was unconscious when we found 
her. The fire was confined to the 
bedroom.” 

Paramedics arrived to find the wo- 
man being given CPR by firefighters. 

Ambulance spokesman Murray 
Gregor said: “Ambulance crews 
immediately took over the resuscita- 
tion attempts and used their advanced 
skills. Their efforts continued en route 
to Walsall Manor Hospital. 

“Despite the best efforts of ambu- 
lance personnel and hospital medics, 
nothing could be done to save her.”

Gears of War 3

The Gears franchise stays suc- 
cessful but sticking to what it does 
best, allowing beefcake space 
marines to kick alien butt with an 
array of ridiculously oversized 
weapons. You get plenty of bang for 
your buck with Gears. 

This third instalment sees Fenix and 
the rest of the COG soldiers cooling their 
heels on arusty old ocean barge, having 
apparently lost the war against the alien 
Locusts and Lambent. But the sudden 
return of the dodgy Chairman Prescott, 
with the alien hordes in hot pursuit, 
sends Delta Squad on a mission to 
rescue Fenix’s scientist father, thought 
dead but who may have found a way to 
defeat the aliens. 

The old stalwarts are back, including 
Baird and Dom, the latter most disgrun- 
tled that he is torn away from tending to 
his radishes, which seems to be the 
squad’s main food source. 

Gears of War 3 looks great, the dia- 
logue is cliched and peppered with 
expletives but crucially it delivers non- 


stop action. Both hardcore fans and 
casual gamers are catered for, with lots 
of different modes for multi-player 
match-ups. Epic have dedicated 
servers for the expected surge of Gears 
online action. Rookies can choose the 
casual setting to breeze through the 
day-long campaign.

THE first homes on Wolver- 
hampton’s former Goodyear 
factory site are nearing com- 
pletion and have gone on sale 
this week. 

Workers moved on site in May to 
start building 314 properties, the 
first phase of £150 million plans to 
create a mini-village off Stafford 
Road in Oxley. 

Developer St Modwen has teamed 


up with house builder Persimmon to 

develop the 88 acre landmark site. 
Bosses said the first occupants will 

be in by Christmas. A total of 133 four- 


bedroom houses, 154 three-bedroom 
houses and 27 flats will be built. 

Stephen Hird, managing director of 
Persimmon Homes West Midlands, 
said: “Construction work is continuing 
at our Goodyear site and we are on 
schedule for the launch of the develop- 
ment, Akron Gate.

“We are building units ahead of the 
launch to enable potential homebuy- 
ers to truly appreciate the new designs 
and specification we are introducing 
at the development when we start 
selling.” 

The showroom at Akron Gate will 


open today, Thursday. “We are expect- 
ing around 15 to 20 occupants to move 
in just in time for Christmas,” Mr Hird 
added. 

In July the new Aldi store which is 
part of the development at the site 
opened for business. The 17,000 sq ft 
store was officially opened by Wolves 
legend Steve Bull.

All eyes 
on the 
German 
stage 


THERE was no shortage of new cars and tech- 
nologies on display at this year’s Frankfurt Motor 
Show. 


And while “green” motoring has finally become a 
mainstream discussion topic, there was more to the 
show than just fuel economy and CO2 figures. 

World debuts are the staple diet of shows such as Frank- 
furt, and one such debut with strong ties to the UK was 
Honda’s Civic. 

This latest generation family hatch will be built in the 
Japanese firm’s Swindon facility. 

Honda has had a presence in the UK for some time and the 
Civic is synonymous with the West Country plant. 


Generation 


During the car’s four-year development cycle, Honda engi- 
neers concentrated on improving the car’s ride and handling, 
boosting interior cabin quality and overall ambience and, cru- 
cially, focusing on lowering fuel consumption and emis- 
sions — the 2.2-litre diesel is now rated at 110g/km CO2 for 
example. 

Petrol fans are well served with 1.4 and 1.8-litre units, while 
all engines gain a stop-start feature to further help the car’s 
economy drive. 

Aside from the Civic, another hotly anticipated new model 
is Porsche’s latest generation 911. 

It would be easy to say that it’s the same again from the 
German firm. Certainly, it looks very familiar. 

However, over the years Porsche has worked hard to 
deliver a consistent and familiar look while constantly evolv- 
ing the car’s mechanicals. 

And that approach is true for today as it was when the car 
was first launched. 


Sister 


With the ability to achieve the impossible — lower con- 
sumption and emissions yet more power — Porsche’s new 
911 is without doubt a considerable step forward for driving 
enthusiasts. 

Slightly increased dimensions, a seven-speed manual 
gearbox to match the car’s seven-speed PDK auto, a Panam- 
era-inspired cabin and the promise of harder core, faster 
models in the years to come are the main highlights of the 
model. 

Staying on a performance theme, the appearance of 
Toyota’s long-awaited new affordable sports car, the FT86, 
should silence all those impatient critics. 

It’s fair to say it’s been a long time coming but, like the LFA 
from sister company Lexus, it should be worth the wait. 

And in partnership with Toyota, Subaru will also be releas- 
ing acar from the same platform complete with its trademark 
Boxer engine and, unusually, rear not all-wheel drive. 

If you think waiting just a few years for a sporty new Toyota 
is frustrating, you're going to need the patience of a saint if 
you plan on hanging around for the next generation Land 
Rover Defender. 

Although the company might be streaking ahead in the 
style stakes with its recently launched Evoque, the venerable 
Defender has soldiered on for numerous decades thanks to 
a modest rolling programme of updates. 


Tough 


In a bid to test the public’s reaction to an all-new model, 
Land Rover has wheeled out a concept car that’s a radical 
departure from the current boxy, workmanlike vehicle. 

The company hasn't got long before it has to commit toa 
new Defender thanks to the current car’s ageing construction 
and increasingly tough crash performance legislation. 

Last but not least, Jaguar wowed the assembled media 
with its daring new C-X16. OK, so it might only be a concept 
car for now, but the company is on record saying that it wants 
to produce a compact sports coupe to rival the Porsche’s 
911. 


It looks a bit smaller than the current XK coupe and it has 
every chance of being a genuine driver's car.

IF AT first you don't 
succeed, try, try and try 
again. 

It’s fast becoming the Walsall 
mantra after three successive 
defeats illustrated the Saddlers 
are yet to find the right formula. 

Last week’s 1-0 reverse to 
Oldham Athletic was another 
reminder of the Saddlers’ missing 
vitality. 

A third defeat — a second at home 
— to another team who, for anyone 
holding serious play-off aspirations, 
needed to be brushed aside is cause 
for questioning. 

Oldham were organised and 
merited the points because they 
were more inventive, more robust 
and more clinical.

threatened to axe the under- 
performers. 

The Saddlers boss ripped into his men 
after they drew 2-2 with Scunthorpe 
despite Will Grigg’s wonder goal. 

Walsall were denied a smash and grab win 
at the Banks’s Stadium by Jimmy Ryan’s 
injury-time leveller for The Iron. 

But, despite ending a three-match losing 
streak, Smith criticised his team and insisted 
they should fear the chop. 

He said: “If guys don’t perform they will 
leave the football club and I'll bring someone 
else in who can. Simple as that. 

‘Tm not going to ship them all out but 
they’ve set the standards already and they 
didn’t live up to them. 

“T’'ve told them I don’t want to be associated 
with performances like that. We were awful. 

“There were basic errors all over the pitch, 
we let players run off us, didn’t win first balls, 
second balls and our passing and moving was 
non-existent. 

“Our performance was poor and the only 
thing that lightened it was Will’s goal.”

Adam Chambers headed the ragged Sad- 
dlers ahead before Garry Thompson’s first 
equaliser 11 minutes from time. 

The draw left Walsall 16th in League One, 
five points off the play-off spots, and Smith 
admitted the Saddlers are suffering at home. 

“As bad as we played, we should have put the 
game to bed. We had chances but didn’t take 
them,” said the boss. 

“We are trying a few things. I made changes, 
we changed the system as well and we still 
couldn't get on the ball and pass it. We don’t 
seem to be able to find space at home, get on the 
ball and move it quick enough.” 

But Smith saluted Grigg’s stunning volley — 
his second goal of the season — which almost 
claimed an undeserved win. 

“You wouldn’t have seen a better goal in the 
country on Saturday,” he said. 

“Tt was a great ball and a great finish. It was 
great technique and we'll take the positives 
from it — but there weren't many of them. 

“Adam also scored one off his back. It was a 
great ball in from (Richard) Taundry and 
Adam will say it was the back of his head but 
you'll take goals when they come.” 

The problems are obvious, the solutions are 
not.
